ASI to hold 
special 
election in 
February 


Students will vote 
on a referendum to 
increase the ASI fee 
by $16.

Associated Students Inc. will hold 
a special election in February for a 
referendum that would raise the ASI 
fee by $16 per semester. 

The referendum will also include a 
provision that would base future ASI 
fee increases on the Consumer Price 
Index (CPI) instead of allowing stu- 
dents to vote on increases. 

The CPI is based on inflation, so it 
rises and falls with the economy, ac- 
cording to the Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics. To ensure that the ASI fee keeps 
pace with inflation, the fee would be 
tied to the CPI and adjusted accord- 
ingly every three years, according to 
the resolution. 

“After every three years, ASI 
would review a fee increase,” ASI Ex- 
ecutive Director Richard Haller said. 
“Tf it’s warranted, they would increase 
the fee by whatever percent the CPI 
went up.” 

The ASI Senate unanimously 
passed a resolution in support of the 
referendum on its first and final read- 
ing last week. The resolution was ap- 
proved by the Cal State Long Beach 
Student Fee Advisory Committee to 
place the referendum on the special- 
election ballot. 

ASI Vice President Jonathon 
Bolin said they chose to place the 
referendum on a special election 
ballot rather than the spring 2014 
ballot. 

“We probably don’t want to have it 


on the ballot during election season 
for ASI because no one’s going to 
want to run on an ASI fee, obviously,” 
Bolin said. “We want to have it on a 
different ballot in February, before 
elections ... before people start cam- 
paigning and everything so [ASI] can 
back it as a group.” 

At a November ASI Senate meet- 
ing, Haller gave a budget report that 
highlighted the multi-million dollar 
organization’s budget deficit of ap- 
proximately $750,000, which accu- 
mulated from required maintenance 
and operating expenses. 

Haller said that the deficit could 
be resolved with either a $16 ASI fee 
increase or cuts to current ASI pro- 
grams and services. 

According to Haller’s report, the 
largest contributing factor for the 
deficit is inflation. The ASI fee, which 
is currently $44 per semester, has not 
increased since 2000. 

In order to have the same buy- 
ing power that the $44 fee provided 
ASI in 2000, ASI would need to 
institute a $58.02 fee, according to 
numbers from the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 

“Tt’s just an industry norm,” Bo- 
lin said. “The reason why we have to 
raise this fee is because of inflation. 
We are raising the fee by exactly how 
much we lost in buying power.” 

Some students, like junior kinesiol- 
ogy major Gilbert Villegas, said they 
support a fee increase as well as the 
CPI but don’t like how the election 
might be held. 

“As far as the fee increase and CPI 
goes, I’m OK with [it],” Villegas said. 
“But as far as not being able to vote 
for the fee increase and CPI separate- 
ly, I think that’s stupid.” 

Freshman math major Eduardo 
Catalan Olivares said he thinks stu- 
dents should be able to vote on fee 
increases as they are proposed. 

“T think just vote it in,“ Catalan Oli- 
vares said, “because [then] everyone 
gets to decide on it.” 

Sophomore journalism major Jus- 
tine de la Rosa said she supports the 
fee increase but would prefer to al- 
ways leave it up to a student vote. 

“I do support the fee increase be- 
cause I think that especially at this 
school, the student organizations do 
make the most because they do a lot,” 
she said. “But I think that the choice 
should still be given to students be- 
cause, in the end, it’s our campus and 
it’s our school and what’s going on af- 
fects us.” 


Catching up with King: 
Alexander’s time at LSU 


Former CSULB

Some days, he’s touring sugar cane 
fields and learning first-hand how it’s 
refined. Others, he’s meeting with the 
White House Committee on Higher 
Education. 

Then there are Saturdays, when he 
joins thousands of fans in rooting on 
Louisiana State University’s purple- 
and-gold-clad football team, the Ti- 
gers. 

For former Cal State Long Beach 
President F. King Alexander, his tran- 
sition to LSU President and Chancel- 


lor has been hectic. 

“T’ve been on a fast-moving tread- 
mill since early June,’ Alexander 
said. “It’s been a fast, time-consum- 
ing period. I’m looking forward to the 
holiday break.” 

Since leaving The Beach this sum- 
mer, Alexander has replaced former 
LSU President and Chancellor John 
Lombardi. 

As president and chancellor of 
LSU, Alexander oversees 10 institu- 
tions, including four universities, two 
medical schools, research centers and 
a network of hospitals and health clin- 
ics. 

Although he is back in the south, 
near his hometown of Louisville, 
Ken., Alexander said he misses Long 
Beach’s warm, sunny weather and the 
ocean breeze. 

“Coming here during the summer, 
there was a lot more humidity and 
a lot more bugs,” he said. “But that 
comes with the territory.”

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Library to extend hours in spring 


The library will 
close at midnight 
on most days of the 
week.

The University Library is changing 
its hours of operation for the second 
time within a year. 

Starting in the spring, the library 
will close at midnight Sundays through 
Thursdays, rather than at 11 p.m. The 
library will continue to close at 5 p.m. 
on Fridays and Saturdays. 

The change comes after Associ- 
ated Students Inc. Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs Andrew Carnes and 
Chief of Staff Joseph Phillips met 
with the dean and associate dean of 
library services to discuss extending 
the library’s hours, according to As- 
sociate Dean and Librarian Tracey 
Mayfield. 


Are you ready? 


Last spring, the University Li- 
brary rolled back its opening time 
by an hour, to 6:45 a.m., after ASI 
officers pushed for the change to ac- 
commodate for some students’ early 
morning schedules. 

To make the change for spring 2014, 
though, Mayfield said the library is cut- 
ting some time from its extended morn- 
ing hours. 

“We came to an agreement that 
would allow us to shave off 15 minutes 
from our extended hours in the morn- 
ing and extend our evening hours to 
midnight,” Mayfield said. 

Phillips said that his and Carnes’ 
original goal was to extend the li- 
brary’s hours to 24 hours a day to 
provide a study center for students. 

Phillips said creating a study cen- 
ter was part of ASI President John 
Haberstroh and Vice President Jona- 
thon Bolin’s platform in the spring 
elections and a goal for the 2013-14 
year. 

The library, however, lacked the 
resources to stay open 24 hours a 
day, Phillips said. Nevertheless, he 
said he was happy with the compro- 
mise. 


“It’s a positive that came out of it,” 
Phillips said. “We actually were able 
to make a really good relationship with 
the library over the next couple of se- 
mesters.” 

Mayfield said there are also no ad- 
ditional costs in changing the library’s 
hours. 

“Again, we were able to accommo- 
date the request without additional re- 
sources, so we are very happy to be able 
to meet this request from the students,” 
Mayfield said. 

Fred Poling, an adjunct librarian at 
CSULB, said he is happy the hours will 
be extended because evening hours are 
more valuable to students. 

“It’s a matter of trying it out to see if 
students are going to take advantage of 
it,” Poling said. 

Students, like senior sociology major 
Samone Dias, said they like the new 
evening hours because they’re usually 
kicked out of the library with its current 
schedule. 

“T am in here until 11 p.m. a lot, and 
I always get kicked out when I’m not

CSULB alumna kickstarts

Students may lose 
access to thousands 
of eBooks if they don’t 
use them.

The University Library has thou- 
sands of new eBooks to help students 
finish strong this semester, but Cal 
State Long Beach may lose access to 
these resources soon if they’re not uti- 
lized enough. 

In May, CSULB acquired a year-long 
subscription to the World Bank’s exten- 
sive eLibrary collection that contains 
about 8,000 titles, including books, 
research reports, journals, articles and 
working papers. ~ 

The World Bank, an organization 
that gives financial and technical 
assistance to developing countries 
around the world, sends people to 
gather research material from across 
the globe, said Librarian of Gerontol- 
ogy Kelly Janousek. She entered a 
contest that won CSULB the World 
Bank eBook subscription. 

CSULB Librarian Carol Perusso 
said that around the same time the 
World Bank eBook subscription began 
in May, the Cal State University chan- 


cellor bought a package of 85,000 ad- 


ditional eBooks for the system-wide 


library collection. 


“That’s almost 100,000 eBooks that 
have been added in the last couple of 


months,” Perusso said. “When you have 
a total collection of about a million items, 
adding [that many] is extraordinary.” 


_ Perusso said that the system-wide 
eBooks included a package of eB- 
ooks from the ProQuest database. 
It covers 15 subject areas, ranging 
from anthropology and history to 
medicine. 

Renewals of both subscriptions, 
which will expire next year, depend on

factors like the amount of usage, vendor 
pricing and the university’s budget. 
Perusso said there is no “magic num- 
ber” as to how many students need to 
use the eBooks for the university to 
maintain its subscription. In addition to 
the fact that eBooks are relatively new 
to the library collection, she said that

the guidelines measuring eBooks’ us- 
age are set to change by Jan. 1. 

In four and a half months, CSULB 
students, faculty and staff had ac- 
cessed more than 3,000 book titles and 
108,000 pages in the ProQuest data- 
base, while the usage total for the CSU 
system was more than 62,000 book 
titles and 2.4 million pages. 

“Tf you look at the library homepage 
... We promoted it there for quite some 
time,” Perruso said. “But that’s all the 
promotion for the moment because in 
fact, most people find the books just by 
searching through the catalog, along 
with the print books, so people sort 
of find them on their own without too 
much promotions.” 

According to CSU Spokesperson 
Elizabeth Chapin, although the CSU 
system negotiates contracts for a num- 
ber of eBook subscriptions, the indi- 
vidual campus libraries make the final 
decision on what is included in their 
collections and whether or not they plan 
to renew the subscriptions. 

Perusso said that CSULB hopes the 
Chancellor’s Office will pay for the 
system-wide eBook subscription again 
next year. 

“If they’re not going to pay for it 
next year, CSULB will have to pay 
for it,” she said. “The eBooks for re- 
search are still relatively untested ... 
For instance, it may be that the sci- 
ence students use them a lot [while] 
English students don’t. Maybe we just 
don’t have to buy the whole collec- 
tion, but there’s just not a good an- 
swer at this point.”

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According to Stroud, the dona- 
tions coming through the site will 
go toward printing and publishing 
the book upon returning from their 
travels. 

The couple plans to keep their 
Kickstarter supporters updated as 
the project progresses, as well as 
maintain a blog throughout their 
travels. If all goes according to plan, 
the book should be completed no 
later than mid-April of next year, 
Stroud said. 

Stroud said she and Ferrando have 
been saving for the trip and plan on 
financing as much of it as possible, 
including purchasing their own plane 
tickets. 

“We have a basic plan of where 


we want to travel [to], but other than 
that, we want to keep it open-ended,” 
Stroud said. “You never know what 
opportunities will come up or where 
people will suggest to go.” 

The pair is set to leave the country 
on Jan. 1, and they plan to visit Viet- 
nam, Thailand, Cambodia, Malaysia, 
the Philippines and India. 

Stroud said that encouragement 
from those around her has been a piv- 
otal part of her travel aspirations, and 
she looks forward to embarking on 
this next adventure. 

“When I travel, I get the most out of 
it by writing, regardless of whether it’s 
going to end up on a blog or even if it’s 
just for my eyes,” Stroud said. “Don’t 
be afraid to really believe it’s possible 
to make a job out of doing something 
you love, even if it’s abroad.”

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He said his time at The Beach has 
prepared him for the unique challenges 
facing the LSU system. 

“TAs CSULB president] I was 
fortunate to do a lot of system-wide 
initiatives,” he said. “I was able to 
cover a lot of ground and represent 
the system in a lot of different ways. 
In some ways, [my current role] is 
similar to the role I played under 
[former Cal State University] Chan- 
cellor Charles Reed.” 

Alexander said that beyond grant- 
ing degrees, the LSU system plays a 
large role in aiding public health in 
a state that has the nation’s highest 
obesity rate at 34.7 percent, according 
to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

“There’s a lot vested in our medi- 
cal centers, and we’ve got a lot to do 
since we tend to be on the high side 
of most of the health issues in the 
country,” he said. “We have a lot of 
work to do.” 

There are also several agricultural 
centers in the LSU system, which work 
with farmers throughout the state. 

“Agriculture is a large part of Loui- 
siana’s economy, particularly in unique 
areas, such as rice and sugar cane,” he 
said. “It connects you with every small 
town in the state. It’s not something 
that’s foreign to me:” 

One of the biggest differences 
for Alexander, though, might be the 
amount of support LSU’s football team 
has. 

“Having 100,000 people watching 
your football game every weekend 
is not similar [to CSULB],” he said. 
“You have to be a football fan when 
you’re in the Southeast, especially 
when you're in a place like this. Two 
hundred thousand people come to your 
campus but only 100,000 have tickets. 
The rest tailgate in every open space 
on campus.” 

In spite of the differences, Alex- 
ander said that there are similarities 
between LSU and CSULB. 

Alexander said that the student 
count in the LSU system and CSULB 
are similar, with the LSU system

enrolling 47,000 students and CSULB 
enrolling 35,000. 

The fundraising is similar too, he 
said, as both CSULB and LSU fund- 
raise roughly $30 million annually. 

“CSULB is a big, major univer- 
sity,” he said. “We underestimate 
how good it is. I know our graduation 
rate hit 60 percent. When based on 
enrollment, it should be closer to 42 
percent.” 

Alexander said he hasn’t been fol- 
lowing CSULB’s presidential search, 
but he was asked what qualities he 
thought his replacement should have 


before he left. 

“We need somebody who’s not look- 
ing to retire,” he said. “Long Beach is a 
very attractive place for someone who 
is looking to end their career.” 

Alexander said that even as he 
settles into his new obligations, he will 
always have good memories from his 
time at CSULB. 

“We all miss everybody in Long 
Beach,” he said. “I will always be 
a supporter of our students and a 
supporter of Cal State Long Beach. 

I wish all the students luck on their 
finals.”

The “Fifty Shades of Grey” trilogy 
that has topped best-seller lists around 
the globe and sold more than 90 mil- 
lion copies is being transformed into 
a movie, which began production on 
Dec.1, according to Internet Movie 
Database. 

Fans hungrily 
read through the 
first book in the 
trilogy, | which 
told the story 
of romance and 
erotic sex be- 
tween timid col- 
lege graduate, 
Anastasia Steele 
and a young, at- 
tractive entrepre- 
neur, Christian 
Grey. 

The first novel was published in 
June 2011, and the third was published 
in April 2012. 

The books have developed a cult- 
following. Fifty Shades’ loyal fans 
have created a fan website and con- 
ducted a petition poll as to whom was 
‘qualified’ enough to star as the infa- 
mous Christian Grey. 

The phenomenon that is “Fifty 
Shades of Grey” has started a new era 
of erotic literature. 

However, the big question weigh- 
ing on fanatics’ minds is, how will 
they turn the erotic literature into an 
R-rated film? : 

In Health Science 425, a Cal 
State Long Beach human sexualities 
course, Professor Claire Garrido- 
Ortega discusses psychology and 
history in a way that explains the 
recent emergence of interest in these 
risqué novels. 

Erotic literature has existed 
through poems, manuscripts, lyr- 
ics and verses ever since ancient 
Greece and Rome, before the 17th 
century. Shakespeare was also 
known to have written erotica in 
his time, although these plays were 
never performed. 


However, throughout history, so- 
cial and sexual taboos have been 
placed on erotic literature. These 
bans have led to the ban of many 
erotica novels, such as the very con- 
troversial book, “Forever...” by Judy 
Blume.

Although the 
trilogy consists of many erotic sex 
scenes bound to make readers wriggle 
and writhe in their seats, it also has a 
lot to do with romance and the desire 
to be swept away into a fantastical re- 
lationship filled with passion and ec- 
stasy. 

According to an article on psychol- 
ogytoday.com, “A large number of 
Americans believe that they are duds 
in bed. They think that everyone else 
is having a much more interesting sex 
life than they are.” 

Some relationship psychologists 
have begun assigning partners who 
are experiencing sexual problems in 


their relationships, to read the trilogy 


in hopes of improving their intimate 
lives, bringing the novel from naughty 
to clinically useful. 

Research and Human Sexuality 
courses such as the one taught by

Notorious mash-up specialist DJ Ear- 
worm dropped a 2013 mix for his “United 
States of Pop” series last week, titled 
“Living The Fantasy.” 

Jordan Roseman, also known as 
DJ Earworm, first began his “United 
States of Pop” series in 2007, where he 
mixed together the top 25 songs from 
the Billboard 100 charts to create one 
seamless mash-up. 

DJ Earworm has gained notoriety

Although The Beach is coming out of 
the ASU Classic with a loss to Arizona 
State that broke a five-game win streak, 
the ‘Niners will return to the friendly 
confines of the Walter Pyramid, where 
they have a 3-0 record at home. 

The Toreros will head up the I-405 
with an unblemished record of 9-0 look- 
ing to hand LBSU loss No. 1 at the Pyra- 
mid. San Diego continued its perfect 
preseason with a 79-56 win over Seattle 
this past Sunday. It was the Toreros’ fifth 
game of the last six in which they out- 
scored their opponent by 20 or more. 

Head coach Jody Wynn admits that 
handing San Diego its first loss of the 
season won’t be easy. 

“We'd have to do a lot,” she said.

Sophomore guard Malina Hood, 
whose twin sister Mia is her teammate, 
has a team-high 17 threes on 40 percent 


shooting from long distance and is cur- 
rently averaging 11.1 points per game. 
Katelyn McDaniel has been a force to 
reckon with down low for San Diego, 
averaging a team-high seven boards

contest. 

The Friday night matchup is the first 
of a season-long, four-game homestand 
that starts with San Diego and finishes 
with the Beach Classic on Dec. 20. 

A key piece to the 49ers’ recent suc- 
cess has been freshman Raven Benton, 
who was sidelined late in the game last 
Sunday because of an injury. But de- 
spite the setback, the 49ers’ most con- 
sistent freshman was named the Big 
West Conference player of the week. 

Benton opened the tournament with 
her second game of the season in 21 
minutes of action off the bench, being a 
key contributor against Harvard in the 
23-point come-from-behind win. 

“She’s been able to be a good per- 
former for us because of her size and 
her strength,’ Wynn said. “She wel- 
comes the contact. Not only can she 
score it, but she gets herself to the free- 
throw line. Great scorers usually have a 
knack for getting to the line, and Raven 
does that.” 

The Federal Way, Wash., native 
jumped into the starting lineup for the 
championship game against ASU and 
was limited in terms of minutes but 
made good use of her time on the court, 
scoring 16 points in 13 minutes. Benton 
was the first freshman in the Big West 
to earn the achievement this year. 

Benton and her teammates hope to 
keep their win streak alive at home 
while the Toreros seek win No. 10. Tip- 
off is scheduled for 7 p.m. in the Friday- 
the-13th matchup.
